Hans,  16,  who  came  with  his 
family  from  Germany  three 
and  one-half  years  ago.  was 
one  of  two  pupils  who  receiv- 
ed American  Legion  citizen- 
ship medal  awards  in  Jeffer- 
son Township  School. 

Also  receiving  the  award 
was  Beverly  Rettig  as  annual 
presentations  were  made  to 
Jefferson  Township  eighth 
graders  by  representatives  of 
Lauter-Falkner  Post  883. 

Award  winners  are  elected 
by  classmates  on  the  basis  oi 
scholastic  ability,  leadership, 
citizenship,  trustworthi  ness, 
sportsmanship  for  boys  and 
companionship  for  girls. 

For  Hans,  attaining  scholas 
tic  leadership  was  doubly  dif- 
ficult. When  he  came  to  Jef- 
ferson Township,  he  was  plac- 
ed in  first  grade  in  Jefferson 
School,  due  to  his  inability  to 
speak  English. 

By  his  own  efforts,  he  mas- 
tered the  language  barrier  and 
advanced  rapidly  through  the 
unfamiliar  school.

| Saxonburg  Volunteer  Fire 
Company  was  formed  April  25. 
1931,  when  a charter  was 
granted  74  borough  citizens, 
banded  together  to  provide 
free  fire  protection  for  the 
„ (area. 

* Saxonburg  Borough  Council 
^ bought  fire  hose  for  the  group 
'but  there  was  no  means  of 
transporting  it.  Early  in  Jan 
uary,  34  citizens  met  in  Aaron 
Bachman’s  garage  and  from 
this  small  group  arose  the  self- 
supporting  company  now  in 
existence. 

These  pioneers  were  content 
with  two  wire-wheeled  hose 
carts,  obtained  from  a Pitts- 
burgh park.  These  were  sand- 
ed and  painted  and  made 
ready  for  emergency,  which 
came  sooner  than  they  ex- 
pected. 

A large  chicken  house  caught 
fire  endangering  surrounding 
buildings.  Aaron  Bachman,  the 
company’s  first  and  only  fire 
chief,  with  his  helpers,  drag 
ged  the  carts  through  a bumpy 
com  field  in  the  blaze’s  direc- 
tion. But  weather  and  age  had 
taken  their  toll  of  the  hose  cart 
and  it  collapsed  under  the 
strain  of  the  heavy  hose  and 
rough  terrain. 

The  firemen,  undaunted  by 
the  calamity,  dragged  the  hose 
to  the  fire  and  saved  surround- 
ing buildings.  For  this,  their 
first  of  many  sendees,  they 
received  a donation  of  .5100 
from  Miss  Rosella  Zoller. 

Officers  were  elected  in 
March.  They  included:  E.  B. 
Vlershon.  president;  G.  Earl 
McCoy,  vice  president;  Arnold 
s jSchroth,  secretary,  and 
Charles  Lassinger,  treasurer. 
Aaron  Bachman  was  officially 
named  chief,  John  E.  Lang,  as- 
sistant chief  and  O.  F.  Hcrold, 
captain. 

That  month  they  held  their 
first  and  only  community  drive 
'or  funds.  With  the  results  of 


that  campaign  and  donations 
from  members  themselves, 
they  bought  a more  substantial 
hose  cart  from  Hill  Top  Hose 
Company,  Tarentum. 

This  first  piece  of  equipment 
purchased  by  the  organized 
fire  company  still  stands  In 
contrast  to  the  more  than 
$50,000  worth  of  equipment 
now  owned  by  the  company. 

The  first  year  the  men  held 
a street  fair,  the  first  of  the 
annual  events  which  each  year 
attract  thousands  to  the  small 
borough. 

The  company’s  next  pur- 
chase was  a siren.  This  pro- 
vided means  of  communica- 
tion between  members  when  a 
fire  occurred. 

In  February  1932  the  com- 
pany purchased  its  present  fire 
hall,  then  but  partially  com 
pleted.  Drawing  its  deep  col- 
lective breath,  the  company 
agreed  to  pay  $2,400  for  the 
building.  This  was  at  that  time 
an  enormous  figure. 

But  there  was  no  time  to 
relax.  In  addition  to  sponsor- 
ing card  parties  and  planning 
another  carnival,  the  company 
organized  a band,  sponsored  a 
baseball  team  and  a scout 
troop. 

In  1934,  the  firemen  decided 
the  hose  cart  wasn’t  enough 
fire  equipment.  So  they  bought 
their  first  truck,  a chemical 
truck  with  two  tanks  and  hose. 

This  first  truck,  . though  a 
matter  of  pride  to  the  firemen, 
was  far  from  luxurious.  There 
was  no  protection  for  the  driv- 
er and  no  cab  or  windshield 
to  protect  the  men  from  the 
elements. 

The  turck  served  well,  how- 
ever, until  1937  when  the  com- 
pany acquired  a brand  new 
Ford  500  gallon  pumper  with  a 
200  gallon  booster. 

In  1939,  the  company  bought 
a squad  car  to  keep  in  town, 
This  was  to  provide  protection 
when  the  trucks  were  answer- 
ing a call  to  the  country. 

This  equipment  served  until 
1947  when  the  firemen  bought 
a tank  truck. 

Next  they  added  a Cadillac 
ambulance  and  in  1950  another 
pump  truck.  This  truck,  al- 
most demolished  in  a wreck 
which  took  the  lives  of  two 
firemen,  is  now  being  rebuilt 
as  a tank  truck. 

In  1955,  the  company  bought 
a new  pump  truck,  capable  of 
pumping  500  gallons  of  water 
per  minute. 

All  equipment  now  in  com- 
pany possession  is  equipped 
with  two-way  radios.  Saxon- 
burg was  the  first  company  in 
Butler  county  to  be  so  equip- 
ped. Now  all  county  companies 
have  similar  communication 
systems. 

During  its  25  years  of  exist- 
ence, the  company  has  played 
an  important  part  In  commu- 
nity development.  The  en- 
larged and  improved  hall 
provides  a meeting  place  for 
community  groups.  The  fire- 
men lend  financial  support  to 
youth  and  community  activi- 
ties. 

Weekly  dances  Saturday 
nights  provide  recreation  for 


young  people  from  a wide 
area.  The  annual  carnivals, 
which  attract  thousands  to  the 
community,  provide  increased 
business  for  merchants. 

All  this,  of  course,  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  firemen’s  excellent 
record  as  fire  fighters.  This  is 
relfected  by  comparatively  low 
insurance  rates  in  the*  bor- 
ough. 

In  addition,  the  firemen  pro- 
vide free  ambulance  service — 
a highly  important  community 
service. 

Charter  members  who  will 
be  special  guests  will  review 
the  organization’s  growth.  The 
company  now  has  almost  500 
active  members  and  1,500  so- 
cial affiliates. 

And  the  end  of  the  com- 
pany’s service  is  far  from 
being  in  sight. 

Larry  Laconi,  this  year’s 
president,  and  his  fellow  offi- 
cers, Paul  Doerr,  vice  presi- 
dent; Robert  Lachman,  record- 
ing secretary,  and  Charles  Lei- 
bert  Sr.,  treasurer,  are  mak- 
ing many  interesting  plans  for 
future  activities. 

Chief  Bachman  and  his  as- 
sistant, Reldon  Cooper,  togeth- 
er with  Captain  Jay  Rudert, 
First  Lieutenant.  Credo  Paul- 
sen and  Second  Lieutenant 
William  Drescher  Jr.  take 
great  pride  in  the  upkeep  of 
their  equipment.

"Council  wants  it  definitely 
understood  that  the  making  of 
this  preliminary  survey  does 
not  obligate  the  borough  to  in- 
stall a disposal  plant  and  sys- 
tem now  or  in  the  future.  It  is 
to  be  used  only  as  an  estimate. 
This  could  be  used  now  or  at 
any  future  rime  as  a basis, 
projecting  the  costs  forward  to 
that  time.  Funds  are  avail- 
able from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. for  such  a survey,  and 
repayment  is  unnecessary  un- 
less the  system  is  constructed. 
|Tn  case  of  construction,  t h e 
cost  would  he  absorbed  in  the 
entire  financing  of  the  project. 

“In  the  financing  of  a proj- 
ect of  this  kind,  it  is  usually 
turned  over  to  a municipal  au- 
thority who  in  turn  rents  or 
leases  it  to  the  borough  who 
will  ooerate  it.  This  Authority 
sells  the  necessary  bonds  on  a 
'40-year  basis. 


"In  most  cases,  a front  foot- 
iage  cost  is  assessed  each

1 jtal  charge  made,  based  on  the 
• amount  of  metered  water  used 
j I “We  have  heard  all  kinds  of 
. rumors  of  footage  costs  from 
j $10  to  $50  per  foot.  In  the  case 
of  Slippery  Rock,  the  assess 
ment  was  $5  per  front  foot 
payable  over  a five-year  period 
with  interest.  The  connecting 
charge  was  $35. 

"This  applied  in  the  Borough 
of  Slippery  Rock  where  Hie 
Teacher's  College  uses  t h e 
facilities  of  that  borough’s 
sewage  system,  and  $150,000 
was  appropriated  by  the  Com- 
monwealth to  help  with  plant 
construction. 

owners'  I “It  is  not  the  thought  of  this 
0U]d  council  to  force  the  borough 
taxpayers  into  a sewage  dis- 
posal system,  but  you  must 
agree  with  the  thought,  that 
some  day  it  must  happen.  Is 
now  the  time  to  do  it?  You 
know  your  own  sewage  prob-| 
lems  and  what  they  cost  you. 
In  the  case  of  one  pumping  a 
year,  in  40  years,  it  will  cost 
you  over  $1,400  and  the  prob- 
lem is  still  with  you.  This  dis- 
posal system  was  proposed  ir 
WPA  days  and  would  have 
been  installed  at  a fraction  o 
today's  costs.  At  the  rate  o 
increase,  costs  will  never  b« 
any  cheaper. 

"Council  has  definitely  stay 
ed  away  from  making  any  an 
nouncement  as  to  the  costs  o 
this  project.  You  probably  reai 
in  one  of  the  local  papers  th 
cost  of  $100,000.  This  is  entire 
ly  false  and  misleading.  T h i 
reason  for  not  giving  a cos 
estimate  is  that  it  would  bf 
necessary  to  make  a prelimin- 
ary Engineering  survey  to  de- 
termine what,  is  necessary  for 
a complete  system,  projecting 
forward  the  increase  in  popu- 
lation which  is  inevitable.  Com- 
parisons can  not  be  made  with 
j systems  in  other  boroughs  as 
^ the  topographical  locations  are 
all  different,  this  being  one  of 
t the  deciding  factors  in  cost, 
i "In  the  case  of  the  disposal 
1 plant  only,  the  General  Assem- 
: blv  of  the  Commonwealth  has 
I.  committed  itself  to  the  annual 
I payment  to  eligible  municipal- 
ities of  the  sum  of  2 per  cent  of 
the  amount  expended  to  con 
struct  the  sewage  treatment 
and  the  outfall  sewers.  This  is 
part  of  the  Commonwealth’s

M nalities  to  cooperate  with  the
